if you are-lucky after setting the 
plants and the good Lord smiles 
on you with good weather and| 
the market is high you'll probs 
ably wind up with more mone: 
than you know what to do with. 
But on the other hand if your 
luck don’t. hold out your crop 
is a fizzle you are only hooked | 
for about $250 an acre and a lot | 
of work and worry and you start | 
over again next year. We know 
all this first hand after going| 
over Blanton Watson's farm and 
planting one of the seedbeds for 
him. Incidently, the kind of seed 
he plants only. sell for $17 per 
pound.
